This newest ana most modern
heopital in Los Angeles County
is situated on a slightly elevated
10-acre site. The grounds are
completely landscaped, with an
automatically timed sprinkler

ystem

The building is a [five-story
conerete structure, with a capac
ity for 150 beds. It is engineere«
to allow future expansion fo
three miore stories. This will
double the present capacity and
help meet the requirements of
the expected growth in the area.

The hospital building is de
signed with ‘a center-core plan
with the four
ou ard perpendicular to one an
other,.

The hospital wili be operated
by the Little Company of Mary,
an order of nurs’g sisters found-
ed in Nottingham, England, by
Mother Mary Pottor in 1877. A
few years later the motherhouse
was established in Rome and the
sisters spread to other countries.

They have 43 hospital through
out the world-including five in
the United States. Torrance will
be the sixth. The Torrance facil-
ity is the first established by the
sisters west of Chicago. Mother
M. Genevieve is provincial for
the hospitals in the United
States.

There will be a medical staff
of about 175 doctors.
